of the victims of the horrible wreck ot 
Ford's theater Friday have nearly all 
been disposed of. Washington was to- 
day a city of funerals and all day long 
mourners have gone about the streets 
Everyone knew what the sad proces- 
sions meant, and the sympathy of ali 
was extended albeit expressed in many 
churches to theaorrowingstricken ones. 
Inquiry confirmed the statement that 
none of the victims were men of prop-

The spilling of blood has had a per-

and most prominent ottfeens, fell dead ia 
his place of baausss.

This 
morning he was feeling as well as usual 
and made a business tnp up to the buei- 


partoftbecity. He retained to his 


offloe and was attending to bnamees at 
the desk as usual. At 11:20 o'clock Isaac 
Snuff, an employee, went to the ofuoe 
'phone to communicate with a customer 
and while doing so heard a tall, and look- 
ing around he discovered Mr. Martin 
lying on the floor. He went to him at 
once, but after breathing a time or two 
he expired. The body was at once re- 
moved to the bouoo. He exerted him- 
eaU a good deal this morning which may 
have hastened hie death as his pHyaunan 
i* known to have frequently oaationed 
him against much physical exertion. 


David Martin wae among the elder 


bonnes* men ot Deoatnr, having taken 
up his residence hen in 1868, although 
he hid business dialings hare as early as 
1842. Ha was bom in Kentucky, near 
Paris, Bourbon county, April 1, 1820. 
Aaron Martin, his grandfather, waaa Vir 
ginian, who served in the revolutionary 
war. 
James Martin, father ot the de- 


ceased, waa a native ot Virginia. In 1829 
James moved with his family to Clarke 
county, Ind., and in 1889 to Sangamon 
Bounty, 111., settling near Boohestn. He 
He died in 1867, aged 74. David Martin 
was the fifth ot seven children by bis 
tether's first marriage. In 1840 he began 
working for a man in Bangamon county 
who wae engaged in the lime basinets 
and be remained in that business from 
the age ot 20 yean up to the tune ot his 
death. He began burning lisle for him 
sslf in 1842, and bad a kiln in the north 
west corner ot Christian county, 28 miles 
bom Deeatnr. That was before railroads 
wen in operation, and farmers had to 
haul their wheat to Springfield and 
Beardatown. Mason ooonty fanners, as 
early as 1842, need to atop at the Martin 
kiln and get lime. In many ot the earlier 
building* pnt up ia Deeatnr Martin lime 
was used. In 1863 Mr. Martin moved to 
•Alton and engaged in the lime bnnin 
on a very large scale. 


He bought out the leading manufac- 


turer there in 1866, and pnt up the first 
Pagei patent kHn ever used in that oity 
He then supplied all the principal cities 
in Central Illinois with lime, shipping as 
far south as New Orleans, and north to 
St. Paul. Edward Ulrioh was his partner 
Their sales amounted to 200,000 barrels 
a year. The financial panic ot 1857 crip- 
pled the firm's business, and in 1858 Mr. 
Martin moved to Deoatnr. He retained 
aa interest in th« Alton business from 
1869 to 1865. For a long time he bad 
been the exclusive lime dealer in Deca- 
tur, and had a complete establishment 


Mr. Martin waa married on April 1, 


1868, to HIM Sophie Granger, a distant 
nlative ot Gen. Gordon Granger, at Otin- 
tou, 111. She died May 17,1891. Befon 
her marriage Mrs. Martin was a school 
teacher, and in her lifetime she was ol 
great help to her husband in conducting 
his business. . His eynnight was poor, 
one eye being affected from bis birth, 
and the sight of the good eye was totally 
destroyed by a hoop-pole coming in con- 
tact with it. Mr. Martin was the father 
of four children, three of whom an liv- 
ing. They an Louisa Strader, wife ot 
E. J. Strader, Edward L. Martin and 
Annie G. Martin. Lucy died at the age 
of tour yean. 


The death of David Martin, coming as 


it does so suddenly, is a great shook to 
his many friends in Deoatur and else- 
where. Bis death ia like the tall ot a 
sturdy oak in a forest. Hie life has been 
an open book; every page^ot which con- 
tains marki ot credit to the deceased. 
His dealings with his fellowmen wen 
scrupulously honest. His word was 
irand aa his bond. He was a member ot 
Grass M. E. Ohuroh and always took 
much interest ia its prosperity, being 
liberal contributor also. 


He was a man remarkable in many i 


spools, politically he was first a Whig and 
oast his first vote tor the gnat commoner 
Henry;Cluy>nd was afterwards a Bapnb- 
lioan;

Abraham Lincoln and -his Bpringfleld 
aeaooialea and enjoyed the distraction of 
loaning the Galena regiment,

One ot tha most sensational oases 
fee known in Montioello doeed Sunday 
morning by the finding of the body ot 
Win Weaver, the alleged ontrager ot 
Miss Emma Bpngue, in the Sangamon 
river two miles below Monticello by 
Deputy Sheriff Fenton Seybell about 8 
o'clock Sunday morning.

His body had been in the water so long 
that much flash had dropped off. When 
tba deed was done the river was very 
high at the bridge, but when the water 
receded it l«ft the head of the deceased 
onoovered. It was a ghastly find, and it 
was {only with the aid ot cloths that the 
body was taken oat ot the water ant 
conveyed to the undertaker's office. The 
remains wen not viewed by any ot the 
nlativoe. A ooroner's inquest was held, 
and the verdict was that be came to hi 
death at his own hands by cutting bis 
throat and drowning. Undertaker Bey 
bell took charge ot the remains and they 
were buried ID the MontioaUo cemetery 
The body wae incased in a coffin «nd pn 
in a hearse and then driven past the reel 
denoe, where carriages containing rela- 
tives ot tha deceased filed in and tol 
lowed to the cemetery, It was a very 
quiet affair. 


Miss Spragne, the victim, is improving 


and will recover. Weaver was s membe 
ot a highly respected family, and 
Spragne is well liked by all who know 
her.
